Since it is fitting and proper
that the hospital xhoul(! expand
at its present location, and it is
a happy circumstance that
there 1is adjoining property
which can be used, and a mod-
ern two-story addition con-
structed, the Church of the Na-
tivity, in order to work out
mutual problems, is willing to
transfer this property to the
hospital at original cost.

20 years ago when the City
Council put the Torrance Li
brary on Post and Cravens in

stead of in the Civie Center at
El Prado and Cravens. The
reasons for this was a total of

$2000 in the price of the lot.

I believe that now is the time
to use foresight for hospitali-
zation for the city of Torrance.
Building two wings to the pres-
ent hospital, will only take care
of present needs. What of two
years from now?

These things should have
been given thought 15 years
ago. It is not too late to plan

for future building and park-

ing.

We can build a connected
hospital for the same size pro-
posed, by purchasing the corner
lot, which is offered the hos
pital at no profit. This plan
would not exceed the cost of
